CrENTLEMEN,

1. — A summary  of  the  action  taken  during  the  year  for  preventing  the  spread  of 
disease: — — 


JANUARY.. 


Diphtheria  at  Malt  House  Cottages,  Bishop’s  Waltham.  Three  cases  in  one  family,  very  mild 
indeed.  A nasty  privy  cesspit  outside  back  door ; had  privy  converted  into  an  earth 
closet.  Supplied  disinfectants,  isolated,  fumigated  ; no  further  spread. 


FEBRUARY. 

The  District  was  free  from  any  zymotic  disease. 

MARCH. 

District  free  from  any  zymotic  disease. 

APRIL. 

District  free  from  any  zymotic  disease.

District  free  from  any  zymotic  disease.

JUNE. 

Diphtheria.  Two  cases  notified,  in  two  families  in  Basingwell  Street,  Bishop’s  Waltham ; very  mild 
indeed.  Isolated;  disinfected,  etc.  No  farther  spread  ; no  sanitary  defect. 

JULY. 

District  was  free  from  any  zymotic  disease. 

AUGUST. 

Scarlatina.  One  case  at  Denmead,  Hambledon  ; imported  into  the  District  from  Portsmouth. 
Isolated  ; supplied  with  disinfectants  and  fumigated.  No  further  spread. 

SEPTEMBER. 

Typhoid  Fever.  One  case  at  Westmeon,  which  proved  fatal,  from  drinking  impure  water  during 
the  dry  weather.  Altered  water  supply.  No  further  spread. 

OCTOBER. 

Erysipelas.  One  case  at  Mead  End,  Hambledon.  A ditch  just  outside  back  door,  taking  the 
overflow  from  privy  cesspool  and  slop  water.  Had  privy  converted  into  an  earth  closet, 
and  ditch  cleaned  out. 

Typhoid  Fever.  One  case  at  Curdridge,  contracted  at  Malta.  Supplied  disinfectants,  etc. 

NOVEMBER. 

Scarlatina.  One  case  at  Old  Malt  House  Cottage,  Bishop’s  Waltham.  Isolated  ; supplied 
disinfectants  and  fumigated.  No  further  spread. 

DECEMBER. 

Erysipelas.  One  case  at  Meonstoke.  No  sanitary  defect ; took  every  precaution. 

Scarlatina.  Two  cases  at  Curdridge.  One  case  contracted  at  Titchfield,  and  the  other  from  the 
first  case,  through  the  gardener,  who  was  living  in  the  same  house  as  first  case. 
Isolated,  etc.  Took  every  precaution. 

ZYMOTIC  DISEASE  DURING  THE  YEAR. 

Smallpox.  No  Case. 

Measles  have  been  very  prevalent  throughout  the  District. 

Scarlatina.  One  case  at  Denmead,  notified  in  August,  imported  from  Portsmouth.  One  case  at 
Bishop’s  Waltham  in  November;  and  two  cases  at  Curdridge  in  December,  one 
imported  from  Titchfield  and  the  other  contracted  from  previous  case,  through 
gardener. 

Diphtheria.  Five  cases  notified,  three  cases  in  one  family  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  January,  and 
two  cases  at  Bishop’s  Waltham  in  June.  All  five  cases  were  very  mild  indeed.  No 
fatal  case. 

Euteric  Fever.  Two  cases  notified,  one  case  at  Westmeon  in  September,  which  proved  fatal;  and 
one  case  at  Curdridge,  imported  from  Malta,  in  October. 

Diarrhoea  and  Dysentery.  There  has  been  a fair  amount  of  diarrhoea  during  the  year.  No 
fatal  case. 

Group.  No  case. 

Influenza  was  fairly  prevalent  during  the  year.  Seven  fatal  cases. 

Erysipelas.  Two  cases  notified.  No  fatal  case. 

Whooping  Cough.  Has  not  been  very  prevalent.  Two  fatal  cases. 

2. — An  account  of  the  sanitary  state  of  the  District  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year : — 

J'he  District  is  practically  free  from  any  zymotic  disease,  there  being  only  two  cases  of  Scarlatina 
well  advanced  towards  convalescence,  and  a few  scattered  cases  of  Measles. 
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Water  Supply.  A good  deal  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  water  supply  of  Waltham  and 
Shedfield  Chase.  An  expert  has  been  consulted,  and  advised  the  water  from  the 
Bishop’s  Walthom  waterworks  be  laid  on.  Matters  are  now  at  a standstill,  pending 
the  South  Hants  Waterworks  Company  taking  over  the  Bishop’s  Waltham  waterworks. 

Draiuage.  A great  deal  of  time  has  been  devoted  to  the  drainage  of  Bishop’s  Waltham.  I have 
reported  on  the  system  of  drainage  of  Bishop’s  Waltham,  a copy  of  which  has  been 
sent  to  the  Local  Government  Board. 

3.  — An  account  of  the  inquiries  made  by  the  Medical  Ofl&cer  of  Health  as  to  conditions 
injurious  to  health  existing  in  the  District,  and  of  the  proceedings  relating  to  such  conditions 
in  which  he  has  taken  part  or  advised  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875 : — 

The  inquiries  as  to  zymotic  disease  as  reported  in  section  1.  It  was  necessary  to  close  the  Schools 
at  Newtown,  Droxford,  and  Soberton  on  account  of  Measles. 

Water  Analysis.  Thirty-five  samples  have  been  analysed,  and  action  taken. 

Overcrowding.  Several  cases  have  been  dealt  with. 

Three  men  were  summoned  for  selling  fish  unfit  for  human  food.  The  fish  were  destroyed  and  the 
men  fined. 

I have  inspected  all  the  Bakehouses  and  Slaughter-houses  in  the  District. 

4.  — Tabular  statements  of  sickness  and  mortality  within  the  District,  classified  according 
to  diseases,  ages,  and  localities  : — 

Forms  A and  B give  an  account  of  the  sickness  and  mortality  during  the  year. 

I calculate  the  death  rate  as  IDS  per  1000  at  all  ages,  and  83-9  per  1000  births  registered,  for 
infants  under  one  year  of  age. 

I also  enclose  the  Inspector’s  Report,  giving  an  account  of  his  work  for  the  year.
